is the rug. The Persians use these 


n preference to lar£re sizes. First cov- 
ring the earth floor with a hasseer of 
nutting of split reeds, they lay over it 
many rugs, which completely conceal 
lie nmt. 
This arrangement, when 


omposed of rugs of harmonious de- 
igns, H very rich, while the cost is 
ictually less than if one large carpet 
voro employed instead. The varieties 
)f Persian rugs are nunjerons. 
In 


OHIO sorts, like tho Turkowan, there 
s a general similarity of design, al- 
hoiigh no two rugs are altogther 
deniical. 
But in other classes, such 


the rugs of Byochegau, Kerwan or 


vurtlistan, 
there is endless variety 


n design and texture. 
A point to be 


considered is that while the small 
•\irpols of Persia go under the general 
le-iignation of rugs, it would be a seri- 


mistake to consider them all as 


merely carpets of small sixe intended 
o be trod on by heavy shoes. 
In the 


irst place Persians, when at home, 
ak'3 oil' their shoes, and thus a carpet 
f Hue, delicate woof and design will 
a<t for ages, and actually improve 
vith use, such as this. In Ihe second 
lace, a large proportion of the rugs of 
ersia, and especially the liner grades, 


are never intended to be "laid on tho 
loor, but to cover divans or tables, or 


hang as tapestries and portieres. 


.'his e.spliiin.s the extreme lineness ot 
exture and velvety surface which many 
f these rugs display, and also accounts 
or the fringe at the ends. Some of the 
ugs of Kerwan are almost as line as 
••asmner..1 shawls. The colors formerly 
inplovcd iu the rugs of Persia were 
mperishable. Hugs one hundred year* 
)d show no deterioration in tint, but 
ather n softness such as old paintings 
is.sume. 
The introduction of anilino 


lyes at one time threatened to ruin the 
uunufactnre of textile fabrics in Persia, 
jut the law against the employment of 
iniline dyes enacted by tho Persian 


overnment is enforced with rigor. 


There is one species of rug special to 
" 'ersia often spoken of, but rarely seen. 


refer to tbe rug made of silfc. 
it is 


not uncommon to seo rngs of the liner 
vpes with silken fringes, and souie- 
.imes with a woof of silk in the bodyot 
he rug. 
Bui all silk rugs are rare, and 


arer now than formerly. 
They are 


generally small, and intended for lux- 
iry rather than use 
The price is nec- 


essarily very high. 
The chief of the 


merchants of Teheran told mo of one 
10 had seen over a tomb; it was barely 
wo square yards in size; but he said 
that two hundred tomans, or three 
hundred and sixty dollars, would be a 
low price for it.— American Druggist.
